The American Motorcyclist Associa- 
tion (AMA), which has sanctioned all 
types of motorcycling activities since 
its establishment in 1924, has an- 
nounced that it will begin sanction- 
ing events for three-wheeled All- 
Terrain Vehicles (ATVs) in 1982. 
AMA promoters and clubs will 
have the option of adding ATV classes 
to regular AMA-sanctioned events or 
holding entirely separate events for 
the ATVs. Classes of competition will 
be for three engine classifications: 
70-125cc, 126-200cc and 201-250cc. 
General rules will be the same as for 
regular motorcycles in each particular 
form of competition, and under no 
circumstances will two- and three- 
wheelers compete against one 
another. “With the growing popular- 
ity of ATVs, there is a clear need for 
a sanctioning body to provide stability 
and assist with the development of 
this relatively new form of motor- 
sport,” said Kathy Wanta, AMA’s 
director of member activities. 
“Honda, Kawasaki and Yamaha all 
produce ATVs and Suzuki is 

to enter the market in the near 
future. The growing popularity of 
these three-wheelers will inevitably 
lead to increased interest in using 
them for competitive purposes, and 
we want our promoters and clubs to 
have an opportunity to become in- 
volved if they so desire.” AMA offi- 
cials will meet with local representa- 
tives this fall when traditional sanc- 





tion meetings are held to determine 
1982 schedules of events. In the mean- 
time, questions and information re- 
quests may be forwarded to the AMA 
Member Activities t at Box 
141, Westerville, OH 43081.

How Team 


Honda sets up 
ATCs for racing 


By Chuck Clayton 


“The letter R in a Honda model number 
means serious Racer,” said Wess McCoy, the 
manager of the Honda ATC racing team. Seri- 
ous is right. The 250cc ATC 250Rs that the 


team rides are as potent as a CR 
motocrosser — about 37 horse- 
power. 

Because so much power is 
available from the stock, out-of-the- 
box racer, Wess claims that they do 
nothing to the inside of the engine. 
The two team riders under contract 
(there’s an opening for a third) are al- 
lowed to do anything they want in the 
way of speed tuning — carburetor, ex- 
haust, gearing — to suit their own 
style. Mark Weixeldorfer tunes for top 
end. He says that’s all he uses anyway, 
when he’s racing. Whereas Dean 
Sundahl prefers to tune his 250R for a 
broader power range. 

Team Honda, for all its big industry 
backing, is still in the good old days of 
racing development. Honda has a 
healthy headstart on its rivals and 


holds many patents on ATC design 
that put its competition at a disad- 
vantage. So the setup of team and sup- 
port “bikes” is not yet as trick or elabor- 
ate as you might expect. McCoy let 
ATV News examine three of the works 
cycles, set up for winning three differ- 
ent types of races, and told us all we 
wanted to know. Here’s how they do it. 


’81 SCORE Baja 500 winner 


The first non-sidecar three-wheeler 
ever to finish the tough Baja race used 
standard tires running 7 lbs. pressure 


-all the way around. It is geared for 70 


mph by changing drive sprockets and 
running the stock 0-ring chain. At 70, 
the tires grow six inches in diameter 
and you can see where they've ground 
away the fiberglass fenders. 

The racer is fitted with the new 
headlight guard and speedometer that

exhaust, and air filter. 


ja winner, right ran stock tires, 








are now available as Hondaline acces- 
sory items. Two inches of extra pad- 
ding was added to the seat for obvious 
reasons. Spare cables were taped along- 
side those in use, enduro style, but 
were never needed. The 250R ran a 
standard exhaust system, stock engine, 
and burrs Union 76 leaded premium 
gasoline mixed with Castrol R> “Castrol 
R is the edge,” swears Wess McCoy. A 
bigger gas tank had to be custom 
built. 

The main thing that a rider has to 
do to prep his stock ATC 250R for 
Baja is beef up the stock skidplate. 
“We kept losing the skidpan,” says 
Wess. “It really took a beating.” 1982 
models feature 10mm bolts holding 
the skidpan on, but 12mm might work 
better, if you are modifying your cur- 
rent 250R to Baja specs. 


’81 Riverside ORC winner 


Mark Weixeldorfer's Off-Road 
Championship winner is a 1982 model, 
which will come with disc brakes. The 
discs are drilled on Wax’s machine 
and it is geared higher, to his liking. 

Two rectangular holes were cut out 
of the top of the airbox, since dust 
would be no problem at this race. 
These admitted more air, faster for 
the Lectron 40mm carburetor, which 
replaced the 1982 stock 27mm 
Mikuni. The twist throttle is borrowed 
from a CR 450 MX Honda. 

Of course the headlight was put 
back in the box, along with the park- 
ing brake, since they wouldn't be needed 
at Riverside. Wess’ Product Develop- 
ment shop fitted Goodyear 18 x 950 
SofTrac golfcar tires on the rear and a 
12” wide Carlisle up front, mounted 
on a six-inch wide wheel. This is done 
to make the whole tire stiffer. The 
team racers prefer more height in their 
front tire ride. 


Heavier wheels were engineered by 
Hugh Mitchell. “Those things are 
great,” Wess testifies. Tire pressures at 
Riverside were four to six pounds front 
and 10 Ibs. rear. 


#1 Visalia mud winner 

Waterproofing is the biggest worry 
when preparing for a mud race. The 
Visalia vaseline battleground was said 
to be 18 inches deep. So the team 
spent hours sealing small openings 
with Silastic, routing breather tubes 
up near the handlebars, and inventing 
snorkel pipes for the intake and 
exhaust. Of course, the extra long in- 
duction and exhaust richened up the 
stock carburetor jetting, so that had to 
be changed during practice. 

Once certain that the motor 
wouldn’t drown, they had to get the 
power to the ground. Wess called for a 
pair of 12-inch Honda Civic wheels 
and soon drilled them to fit the 4-bolt 
flange that comes on the 1982 ATC 
250R. Locating one’s shop in the 
American Honda compound has to be 
convenient. Farm implement tires are 
fitted to the rear wheels and the front 
wheel is left stock. “A mistake,” frowns 
Wess. The flotation tire pushes a bow 
wave ahead of it. Wess thinks a skin- 
nier tire might have worked better. 

The mudder ran stock gearing, an- 
other mistake, according to the team 
manager. “It shoulda been lower,” he 
says. 
The Honda Special Projects ATC 
Racing Team used Terry kit forks, 
Daeco Racing Gas at Riverside, and 
Mitchell Wheels when possible. 
Mitchells need no stiffeners, but when 
running stock wheels they put in two 
steel backing plates per rear wheel. 

Well, there you hae it: State of the 
art. If it looks easy to match equip- 
ment with Team Honda, maybe it is. ATV

problems, ‘cause they’re a lot tougher 
to score than cars. We're going to put 
on another show in November then 
put together a series for ’82,” added 
Rich Kimball of Periscope Productions. 

Today the 3-wheelers were a halftime 
special event which was not play time 
by any means to the riders. Honda 
posted a cash contingency of $575 
awarding $200 for first place, $150 
second, $100 third, $75 fourth and 
$50 for fifth place. Of course you had 
to be on a Honda. 

Unlike the different car classes, the 
ATCs only had two 0-200 and 200-250 
divisions. Right from'the start Sundahl 
jumped out and from turn number 
one never looked back. Sundahl’s 
Mark Dooley-tuned Honda was a 
rocketship. Honda’s other factory 
rider, Mark “Wax” Weixeldorfer, who 
finished second, commented, “Dean 
was really looking up. I was down a 
little on horsepower. The track was 
pretty neat, not enough rough stuff 
though. Dean has the smooth stuff 
wired. I’m more of a rough stuff rider 








but it was a neat race.” 

The 0-200cc class saw 3-B Lightning's 
Steve Wright (Yamaha) jump out first 
followed by Tracy Dickson on his 
Dickson Design Yamaha YT125 water- 
cooled motocross engine. Dickson 
stuck to Wright like flies on stink while 
new Honda team member Curtis 
Sparks, aboard his Nickleson Honda, 
worked his way from fifth to third. 
Sparks seemed to just be happy with 
third until the halfway point. By that 
time Dickson got by Wright to take the 
lead. Sparks then put the horsepower 
to the ground and went by Wright a 
few laps later passed Dickson on to the 
checkered. 

“Everything seemed to be going 
good until I hit some of the rough stuff 
and caught my gas tank in the groin 
area, that right there took a lot out of 
me,” Wright commented. Sparks, on 
the other hand, replied, “I came out 
this morning and didn’t have any prac- 
tice. I didn’t even know where to go so 
I just followed until I found my lines. I

as Wright or Dickson, but the power to 
the ground coming out of the turns 
was a lot better. I felt I was going a lot 
faster, say the last 10 minutes, The 
Nickelson frame was really working 
good.” 

With the 3-wheelers only running 
one 20-minute moto it was enough to 
really get the crowd pumped. After all, 
that’s why this race came about, to in- 
troduce ATC racing to spectators. 
“We learned a lot from this one race,” 
commented Rich Kimball, the main 
man behind the race. Keith Reeve of 
American Honda was very pleased, 
not just because Team Honda took 
both class wins, but the race also gen- 
erated’ an interest in the non-ATC 
owner. “I’m working on getting at 
least 60 riders out here in November,” 
Reeve commented. 

Even though there were only 20 3- 
wheelers the point was brought across 
that 3-wheelers are here to stay! ATV

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Race Karts

By now I suppose everyone has seen Yamaha’s 
race kart ad — you know the one with the back 
lit shot of a wild kart completely going for it 
pitched to the right spewing a giant rooster tail 


across the top of its dusty wake 
it blurts out “TWO WAYS TO 
GET SIDEWAYS.” Sideways in- 
deed! I always thought karts fell 
into two categories — the kind you 
rent by the lap at shopping center park- 
ing lots and play bump the leader with 
your friends, or the full-on, no com- 
promise race/enduro karts like the lay 
down jobs that blistered around the 
Long Beach Grand Prix road race 
course. Now Yamaha's ad would make 
you think they might actually drive 
those things off the road, maybe even 
race them, so we just had to find out 
more. i 

` Actually, Yamaha had a number of 
objectives in mind when they began 
developing their kart program five 
years ago. First of all, kart racing in 
general had stagnated as the high per- 
formance, highly temperamental ex- 
otic McCullough based cars had 
priced themselves out of most enthusi- 
asts’ hands. The entry level, grass roots 
product/environment had virtually 
vanished. Enter Yamaha. Combine a 
simple rugged overall chassis design 
whose original geometric configuration 
is still competitive with a basic 100cc 
two stroke engine in an embarrassing, 





mild state of tune (read reliability) and 
you've got a super beginner package. 
Add Yamaha's vast, easily accessible 
dealer network providing immediate 
low cost parts and service and a $1,500 
price tag for the complete cart and 
you've got a ready made winner. 


Yamaha karts are used on and off 
the road and they are raced from bone 
stock to ultra modified. The 
International Kart Federation has a 
number of classes the Yamahas fit into 
and there are tentative plans to de- 
velop IKF dirt track series for 1982. 
On the quarter mile oval basic stock 
models are good for 60 mph on the 
straightaway and 16-18 second lap 
times. Dual engine 100cc karts are 
good for 100 mph on the half mile dirt 
tracks. Amazing! That is pretty strong 
performance for a mere 100cc 15 horse- 
power engine pushing around a 300- 
500 pound package including the 
driver. 

The very accommodating folks at 
Yamaha were happy to prove their 
prowess. We were invited out toa 
Yamaha kart orientation date at Sad- 
dleback Park's -quarter mile. These 
gatherings do a number of things for 
Yamaha. They give the Yamaha kart

marketing folks direct input from aver- 
age drivers which filters back to the 
production line. Dealers thinking of 
taking on the Yamaha karts are invited 
out to drive the karts themselves. The 
same goes for a kart dealer's hot pros- 
pects itching for a test ride. It’s also a 
great time to introduce micro dirt 
sprinting to us unsuspecting ATV 
staffers. 

We were introduced to the Yamaha 
execs responsible for kart marketing, 
Rick Johnson and Rick Gamez as well 
as others from marketing research and 
competition support. We were almost 
immediately dropped into our first 
kart and given our driving instructions, 
“Gas on right, brake on left, kill 
button here (by steering wheel), keep 
turning left till you get tired — she'll 
run all day at 10,000 plus. Okay, 
you're set! Keep her revved up when 
she fires, oh yeah put your hand up 
when you spin to warn the other 
drivers, okay, here we go — good 
luck!” All of the sudden things were 
going too fast! — what did you mean 
when I spin out?! Good luck sounded 
like “I hope you make it!” Rick Gamez 
attached his Indy car type engine 
starter (kart size of course) to my kart 
and the healthy bark of the very 
revable two stroke encouraged me to 
pull immediately on to the track. 
Right off the bat for two maybe three 
seconds my original thoughts seemed 
right — a whimpsy 100cc would barely 
lug me around the track at parking lot 
speeds. All of that vanished when as 
the RPMs went up as well as the power 
and 15 horses felt like 30! The 
acceleration was more than excellent. 

Next I wondered how the standard 
slicks would work on the Saddleback 
oval whose surface changes like a 
chameleon after a drenching from the 
water truck and bleaching from the 
typical California sun. The slicks 
worked fine especially with the gas on. 
Even the hot dogs generally use a slight- 
ly modified tire with their own special 
groove pattern. The latest karts have 
two piece wheels fitted with O-ring 
seals for the tubeless tires and there are 
wheel spacers available to allow own- 
ers to run wider tires without buying 
new wheels too. Neat! 












Anyway, after a dozen or so laps a 
number of things became apparent, 
First, the power was perfect for this 
type of driving. You could keep to the 
inside of the turns and really power 
out, or go high and four wheel drift 
and slide around the outside. Next, 
the kart was completely agreeable with 
any driving style. There were a 
number of real youngsters at the track 
lugging around the infield and oval for 
their first time behind the wheel and 
their karts never missed a beat. Ac- 
cording to Miles Johnson, Rick’s broth- 
er, and the crazy guy in the wild kart 
you see in those Yamaha ads, says 
“stock these things are puppies and 
will run for virtually years without a 
peek inside. There are plenty of ways 
to get more power — if you need it.” 


Now while the karts seem content 
loafing around while you learn the 
driving basics, they really seem to enjoy 
going fast. High lines or low, as men- 
tioned before, made no difference as 
long as it was a fast line. Of course all 
that speed added to our inexperience 
provided some of the spin outs we were 
so mildly warned about. But generally 
there were few surprises and a quick 
spin was usually followed by a quick 
return to the action. 


Addiction might be a better term. 
These karts are great fun and it was 
tough to keep out of them especially 
when they started impromptu races, 
complete with drawings for grid posi- 
tion, All in all we had great fun and 
recommend that you take a look at 
Yamaha's karting program if you are 
interested in going fast on the dirt on a 
budget without worrying about doing 
a two wheel balancing act. The Yama- 
ha folks are working to expand dirt 
karting interest nationally and are cur- 
rently trying to organize a club in 
southern California to take advantage 
of the proposed night racing dates that 
are going to become available at Sad- 
dleback Park in the near future. In- 
terested parties should contact Rick 
Johnson or Rick Gamez at Yamaha 
Motor Corp., USA, 6555 Katella, 
Cypress, CA 90630.

‘Wax’ melts ’em at 





Dirt Diggers GP

VALENCIA, CA, SEPT. 5 


Honda’s Mark Weixeldorfer completely obliter- 
ated the three-wheel and Odyssey class race at 
the Dirt Diggers M.C. Hopetown GP, taking 
the overall win by a huge margin. Among the 


small Odyssey turnout, Tom 
Brice emerged the winner. 

This was the first time that 
ATVs had been invited to the 


annual Diggers event, which has run 
annually since its start at the old Cor- 
riganville movie ranch 23 years ago. 
This year the race was run at Indian 
Dunes. 

“Wax,” as he is known to friends, 
took the lead immediately as the field 
tackled the 2.5 mile course for the 45- 
minute-plus-one-lap race. The course 
utilized sections of the Dunes’ Shadow 
Glen motocross course, riverbed (two 
watercrossings) and a flat TT type sec- 
tion with several fast jumps built up. 

Mike Chester, also Honda ATC250R- 
mounted, soon moved into second. Fred 
Wing followed him into third and the 
two ran nose to tail for much of the 
race. 

In the Odyssey class Oscar Will had 
the lead as the pack immediately start- 
ed to string out. 

Up in front of the entire pack, 
Weixeldorfer was putting on quite a 
show, on the gas all over the course. 
However, he, like the rest of the field, 
ignored the water crossings and took 
the alternate bridge routes provided 
by the organizers. “We can’t cross the 
water too well with the stock airbox 
location,” said Wax after the race. 


However, one Odyssey pilot came to 
grief on the first bridge, sliding off the 
loose sand/wood combination and 
going into the knee-deep stream under 
the bridge. He retired from the race. 


In the late stages of the race Weixel- 
dorfer continued well out front, with 
Chester and Wing running a steady 
second and third. Jim O’Neal had 
moved up to fourth and Jim Burchard 
was fifth. ' 


In the Odyssey ranks, early leader 
Oscar Will had dropped back and 
Brice had assumed the lead over Jerry 
Bogna. 


After over 50 minutes of racing, 
Weixeldorfer took the checkered flag. 
“I didn’t have any problems,” said 
Weixeldorfer, “except when I was 
passing a slower rider over one of the 
big jumps and I overdid it and almost 
pulled it over backwards. The machine 
ran great all the way. I just wish there 
were more ATCs out here to race 
against!”

Jet Ski 


Super slides and 
big blue berms

Okay, so a Jet Ski isn’t a motor- 
cycle — but it’s the only thing 
you'll ever be able to fall off all 
day long without suffering straw- 
berries on your elbows and dust in 
your ears. You just mention those ad- 
vantages to a motorcycle rider and his 
ears perk right up. 

The Jet Ski is a product of the green 
wizards over in the Kawasaki building. 
It’s driven by a 440cc engine (the same 
powerplant used in Malibu Grand Prix 
cars but with a water cooling system) 
and is thrusted forward in the water by 
a jet-drive system (which means Uncle 
Fred can’t chop off his fingers ‘cause 
there's no prop). The gas tank holds a 
little over three gallons of pre-mix so 
you can ride for a good hour on a tank 
of gas — it burns fuel just a little quick- 
er than your average dirt bike. 

The Jet Ski has an electric starter 
and a hand pull choke. Just pitch it in 

water six inches or deeper, yank the 
choke, hit the starter and the gas at 
the same time and you're off — for 
about three feet — then you fall down. 
Lots. Often. 

You see, riding a Jet Ski isn’t at all 
like a bike. It’s not like hang gliding, 
roller skating, surfing, bowling, 
cribbage or sex. It isn’t like anything 
else at all. 

To get underway with a Jet Ski you 
lay down in the gunnel (fancy Jet Ski- 
ish term for hull) on your stomach and 
turn the throttle wide open. As the ski 
picks up and planes in the water you 
pull yourself up inside and you're on 
your way. As you go along you'll learn 
how to keep your balance enough to 
stand up. People who constantly 
kneel, instead of stand in their Jet Skis 
are booed and hissed at by veteran 
Skiers. 

Steering is accomplished with the 
throttle, body english, and by turning 
the handlebars. When you turn to go 
right, you have to pitch the bars 
towards the right, lean to the left, but 
support your weight on the opposite 
foot and hang in there. It sounds 
complicated, but after about your 
20th try, it all clicks together and your 
brain says “okay, I get it now.” It’s like 
riding a bicycle. Nobody forgets how 
to fall off. Or how not to. 

The tightness of your turn is decided 
by the amount of body english and 
throttle you use. Full throttle full lock 
slides get you skimming and skipping 
across the water sideways until you 
build up a water berm, and use that 
just like a dirt berm to carve through 








the water and change direction. The 
rear of the ski will smack into the 
berm, slow the ski for a moment, then 
come back out of the berm:in what can 
only be called a water wheelie, with 
the front end high in the air. 

For the slightly squeamish, safe wide 
gradual turns are accomplished by 
slightly backing off the throttle. 
Within a couple of hours, you can get 
it licked, and the fun starts. The 
things that you can do with a Jet Ski 
are astounding. If you think motor- 
cycles are neat to pitch around — you 
gotta try this. 


Like to jump your motorcycle? Get 
airborne long enough to shake up your 
lower end bearings? There’s wave after 
wave out in the ocean. Jump on the 
ski, head right at the face of the wave 
and charge up the front. When you 
get to the crest — there's nothing on 
the other side but air. The average 
drop from a wave with a Jet Ski is at 
least four feet. If you're independently 
crazy, you can top the 20 foot marker 
of “Me and my Jet Ski” flight with 
bigger waves. We know a couple of 
deranged gents who regularly launch 
their skis off the water ski ramps. We 
haven't tried it. We're not going to. 

Nothing, not even the peristyle 
jump at the Superbowl can simulate 
the feeling you get in your stomach as 
you fall through the air with a 300 
pound ski below you, looking at the 
next wave and figuring how to get the 
most air from that one! It’s definitely 
bizarre. 

And the best part is that it’s safe. 
Each of us who jumped on the Jet Ski 
must have bailed at least a hundred 
times. Endos, slide-outs, high-sides — 
you name it, we did it. And never got 
hurt. Wearing a life preserver kept the 
air-gulping end out of the water. A 
wet suit was plenty comfortable, even 
in 40 degree ocean water. And the Jet 
Ski, as soon as you bail off, drops the 
throttle down to idle and makes a 
sweeping circle, coming back to pick 
you up and start all over again. 

Once we found out that you 
couldn't get hurt, the fun really started. 
We were doing wide open full lock 
clickers just to see how far we could go 
before a high side that pitched you a 
good 20 feet downstream. 

We discovered ocean ships that had 
giant wakes, great for crashing 
through like they were whoop-dee- 
doos. We could strafe fishing boats, do 
horrible looking, but completely safe, 
crashes right in front of sea-side 
restaurants. We checked out fallen 
skiers (especially the women) and even 
towed a sailboat out of some muck in a 
harbor. 

Suprisingly, the Jet Ski will get your 
blood pressure up with a minimum of 
fuss. It only goes 35mph at best on 
smooth water, but it’s plenty fast 
enough to form a great basis during a 
marathon bench racing session. 

Like anything else that motorcycle 
people buy, there are guys around who 
can trick out your Jet Ski. 

Accessories you'll have to nab down 
are life preservers (about $30), and if 
you want comfort a wet suit (about 
$50). You can use the same gas cans as 
the ones for your bike, the ski will fit in 
your van, mini-pick up or can be put 
on a motorcycle trailer. 

A brand new Jet Ski will cost you 
about $2400. About the same price as 
a new motorcycle. And the prices for 
used skis in the classified ad sections 
are tempting. We guarantee that 
you'll get your money’s worth. 

A Jet Ski can duplicate just about 
anything you can do on a bike (okay, 
we'll rule out enduros). It’s clean, you 
don’t come home all banged up and if 
you're not careful three things will 
happen — you'll fall in love with Jet 
Skiing, you'll get a tan, and you'll be 
tripping over women wanting to nae 
it.
